In tha early dawn of today Gov. 
Johnson, ot Minnesota,' passed to his 
rnward. Born some forty-odd years 
apo of Swedish oiUlii. In the Smle 
of which he was tliree limes Gnver- 
iior, a worker from chiljho'.d, pur- 
81. lug his studies under conditions 
the most arduous, .lolin A. .lohuson 
was to illustrate the extraordinary 
irerogatives ot thhi new American 
hind in which his people had made 
their home. From the first he evlnoed 
a tare capability and a rarer induatry, 
a genius for toneUng the life and the 
sympathies of his fellowmen ut many 
and various |)olnts, such a f,\iif.\t of 
affairs, so clear and well balanced an 
cuUook, as to be designaled iuevita- 
tly as arbiter in many a vexed ait- 
ration. 

In stature and appearance Gov. 
Johnson was Ijtpical of the sturdy 
race from which he sprung. The very 
lowliness of his beginnings, the very 
handicaps of his start were never lost 
sight of in the dignity of his offtooi 
which he held clean and high as a 
trustee of the people: the cause of 
freedom and hunianity was his cause, 
aiul lee if;iiilloii of his champlonshlii 
of the West— sometimes in open de- 
fiance oT the East — drew lo him the 
suffrages of the electorate Without 
regard to party lines. It happened 
thus that Qov. Johnson, a militant 
Democrat, was thrice ehoaen aa Chief 
Kiecutlve of a typically Republican 
SUte. 

With Harmon, of Oblo, and Mar- 
Eball, ot Indiana, he waa part of that 
newer hO|>e from which the party had 
such good cause to augur, uplift and 
eiioonrapemenl; less a scholar than 
Ihe one, more tolerant than the other, 
ho preached a doctrine of emancipa- 
tion from ahams and shackles which 
united all diacorda. 

He dies at the time of his greateet 
usefulness to country no leas than 
tu party, and the chorus ot regret 
which goes up will know no linen of
